AFItlCAN DESOLATION. 

British Soudan Expedition Surveys the 
Ruin Wrought by tlie Dervishes. " 

• Atbara,..Ang. 23. — The transport col 
umn of \\thd;VSoudan expedition, which 
left Onmp Biira on Augu.st !(!, marching 
along the left hank of the Nile to nu ad- 
vanced , post on Bara' islaudl arrived at 
^ictehinch on Sunday, last. The column 
traversed the fonncriy ' prosperous lind 
thickly populated Jaalin country, which 
is now completely deserted; and covered 
with the whiteuing bones and sun-dried 
bodies of the tribes 'massacred by the 
dervishes last year. 'Everywhere are 
evidences of misery aiid decay. The 
skilfully built dervish huts are deserted 
and crumbling. Metcnineh itself, a 
tow II of ■'),000 houses, is now a scene of 
desolation, its houses in ruins, its alleys 
blocked with skeleton.?, and court yards 
ptilrid with corpses. 'I'he few natives 
seen are disiiosed to be friendly. The 
second brigade piisseil there in bojits on 
their way to tlie frctnt. The Nile is 
high, and the sirdar, who lias alremly 
reconnoilcred the river t<i Shalihilia. 
within 50 miles of Kliartoum. J'ound the 
liasnage easy for tlio gunboats. .V full 
advance is ('xp(!(ied to begin shortly, 
and it is not unlikoly that Klinrtouni will 
be captured by the middle of Seplemlier. 
The heat is trying, but the expedition is 
ill good eoiKiition. '

Quebec, Aug. 23. — The international 

coiifereiKH' met for the lii-st time at noon 
in the legislative' council chamber of 
the piirliauient house. An address cf 
welcome was presented by Mayor Parent 
and members of the citj' council. "May 
this conference," tfic address concluded, 
yield all the beiieliceiit results which all 
desire it slioulil nccouiplisli, and since it 
murks a new de[iartiire in the colonial 
history of the Empire, jind is an ollicial 
recognition of the importaiit function 
which the colonies, and especially Can- 
ada, now till in tlio world, may it also bo 
signilicant of more amicable relations 
and friendly intercourse with our power- 
ful neighbors." .V reply was made by 
the youngest of the American eonimis- 
sioiiers, Senator Fairbanks. 

As some of llie coinuiissioners are said 
to be desirous of fiirtliiM- studying the 
([Uestions to be considered, it is expected 
the conference will either adjourn for 
several ilays before entering upon serious 
work, or else will adjourn from day to 
day. The sittings of the commission 
will be private. 

London, Aug. — Tlio afternoon pa- 
jiers ihvell upon the iiKJiiientous subjects 
before the tjiiebee convention, and the 
gratitude which tlie etiiiveiiti(ni will de- 
serve if, as expected, it suiceeds in ef- 
fecting a busting settlenieiit of the ciues- 
tions at issue. 

The rail -Mail Gazette says: " The 
convention has an appreciable bearing 
I'lioii international politics, from tlie 
fai't tli;U the United .States and Great 
Uritain ar<! giving the world so striking 
a deinonstratioii of a desire for a com- 
plete niutuul understuiiding. It is a 
visible sign to all that the two nations 
may bury their sujjerlicial dilferonces for 
the sake of attaining fundamental una- 
nimity, without which treaties and alli- 
ances, no mailer how formal, cannot en- 
dure.'' 

The Wesliniiister Guzotto says: " The 
convention may easily ]irove to be the 
most important imperial evc'iit of the 
year. It ofiers the first opportunity of 
cementing the better sentiment between 
this country and the United States. Too 
much, however, should not be expected 
of the (Canadians, who have scarcely as 
yet bi'couie infected with the sentiments 
"that have bad free; play in England dur- 
ing the war. We may expect tliem to 
stand out for wiiat tlioy conceive to be 
tlieir right, even though this cause some 
inconvenience to politicians, in London. 
(Jii the oilier hand, the United States 
senate, unless there has been a change 
in its s|)irit and temper, moy refuse to 
ratify the concessions made by the 
Aiiicrican commissioners. W'e may be 
tliankful if, under these circwnstauces, 
a substantial first step is taken towards 
Anglo-American goodwill."

It is believed that the commissioners 
to Cuba and Porto llico will bo ready to 
siiil for their posts of duty within the 
next few days. 



TORPEDO BOAT BIDS. 

Flans for Seven Million Dollars' Worth 
Opened at "Washington. 

"Washington, Aug. 123.— The navy de- 
partment opened bids at nooa to-day for 
sixteen torpedo boat destroyers and 
twelve torpoilo boats to cost in the 
gregate not exceeding $6,900,000, as pro- 
vided in the last naval appropriation act 
The destroyers are to be completed with 
in eighteen months and the torpedo boats 
within twelve months. The destroyers 
are to be about 400 tons and are to cost 
not more than $205,000 each, while the 
torpedo boats are to be abo-.it 150 tons 
and to I'ost not more than .$170,000 each 

Ivepresentatives of all the great shii> 
hulling lirms were present when the bid> 
were opened. The bids, plans, etc.. wen 
piled several feet high and there proiu 
iscd to be much delay and confusion. 
Some of Ihe department ollicials thought 
it would tak(.' two weeks to get the bids 
fully tabulati'd as they t(iok a wide 
range, because of the departmenfs ca 
for two classes of propositi(jns, one basi 
rtriclly on the departiueiil's jilans and 
othcr.s based on individual ideas of Ihe 
builders, all essential requirements be 
ing iollowed.

lliaii what lie had said, but he did not 
'■wish to Hiiy anything about it." 

The aforegoing statement is literally 
(true, and can ho established, not only 
by the evidence of Messrs. (iiblioiis and 
'I'ayhir, but by other proof, if necessary. 
It has never lieeii the inisforlune of the 
'Colonist to have to deal -with so i^ross a 
ifU.se of lying as that above (luoteil from 
(the Times, and we confess to be at a loss 
.for words to chariicterizo it. To illus- 
trate the total disregard which the Times 
,lias for Ihe truth, reference may be made 
lo its alleged quotations from the Colo- 
nist in tlie above extract. One -would 
■infer I'roni it thnt the Colonist claimed

liut it is an old saying, and a true one, 
tluit liars should have long memories. 
On August 11th, tlie Times published an 
alleged interview with the Private Secre- 
tary. In that interview the Private Sec- 
retary is represented as saying: " His 
Ilnnor had nolliim; to say for publi.'ation 
e.ud anything which had been published 
purporting to be an interview with him 
was dignifying a single remark made in 
the presence of others, witli a nanio it 
did not deserve. He had seen a le- 
liorter for a moment, one having stood 
Mt the door of the room in wliich Ilis 
Honor was conversing with two gentle- 
men, and told the Governor that Mr. 
Turner said the letter I'cceived by him 
was not a dismissal, to which His Honor 
replied that, althnugb courteous, the lel- 
ler c.iuld liave no other constriictioil." 
'I'his (Uily bears out the account of 
the intervii w given by Mr. (iibboiis, al- 
iliough it is not correct when it repre- 
'.■.eiits that lie stood at the door while the 
I, ieuteiianl-< iovcrnor was tillkiiii; willi 
two other -entleiiieii. -Mr. Cilibons \vas 
invited into llie room, asl;eil lo take a 
seat, did so, and conversed -with the 
r.ioutenant-Governor for some little 
time. AVe do not believe that the 
Times correctly reported what the I'ri- 
vato Secretary said. AVliat the Times 
now says about the reporter calling on 
Uitle Association business is wliolly in- 
compatible witk what on August 11th it 
represented the Private Secretary as 
sM.ving. 

The Times gives its falsehood wholly 
:iway while telling it. ICeferriiig to Mr. 
Taylor's visit to Government House, it 
says that he asked the Governor " if he 
liud .anything further to say." This is 
perfectly correct. Mr. I'aylor asked if 
there was anything further, because th 
Colonist liad already printed an inter- 
view with His Honor. AViiat could tin 
word " further" mean, unltsss it referred 
to something already said ? In reply to 
Mr. Taylor's question, the Lieutenant 
t ioveruor replied, according to the state 
ment of the Times, that he had not, and 
that the (Jolonist had made too strong 
what had been said, an expression 
which would mean nothing at all, if 
nothing had been said, as the Times now 
alleges.

The oiiject of the Times in printing 
tliese falsehoods is,' if possible, to get 
the Colonist to lay them at the door of 
the Lieutenant-Ciovernor, and thereby 
strengthen the eltorts which the p.ditieal 
coterie surrounding it are making to get 
I^icuteiia lit -(iovcrnor .Mclnni's's (dlicial 
scalp. Hut llie Colonist does not hold 
the I.ieutenaiit-dovernor responsible in 
any way for them. They are the inven- 
tion, the clumsy and despieable invention 
of a cbiinsy and despieable newspaper.

We think we demonstrated very 
i b-arly yesterday that the oath of of- 
lice and constitutional prece<lent lioth 
warrant tin? late ministers in making 
public all tlie facts ie.iding up to ihi ir 
dismissal, and we know Ihat we have 
given all the grounds upon «hich the 
I, ieiitenanl-t iovcrnor acted. Hut not- 
withstiinding this kuowledgi', it is de- 
sirable that the correspondence should 
be made public, and te .ivnid wraiiglirg 
over a side issue, it ought to be prii.ti'd 
with the assent of the s..vt.'riiineut. It 
is not desirable that little luou and little 
IK wspapers should h.ivi! tiny e-vcuse lo 
distract, attention l>y raising a pow-wow 
over a point in ollieial otNiuettc. when a 
great (juestion touching the Vi.'ry (.'ssence 
of responsible governmont is to be de- 
ciilc.l. 

W'e are glad that the matter has 
reached tliat .stage whea the retention of 
the correspondence from the piii)lie, if it 
is retained, is not tniiy iiifiMeiitiall.v iMit 
directly chargeable to the new govern- 
ment. As wo have already ^shown, the 
Ijieutenant-Governor has made no at- 
ti nipt to concciil anything. If ho is 
open to any criticism at all un this point 
it is because he has been more out spoken 
than is cusloiii.-iry. The resimnsibilily 
for concealment rests with ids present 
advisers. The News- Advertiser, which 
not only speaks the sentiments of tlie 
Fiiiaiice Alinister, hut (ddams its jiol- 
itical editorials direclly from his pen, 
has e.vpressly dei'lared that it lests 
wiiolly with the present advisers of the 
I/ieuteiiaiit-Goveriior to s.iy wliethor or 
not the correspondence shall be pub- 
lished at any time. Tliis is a niiittt-r of 
such extreme importance, not only in the 
present coiini'ctioii, but as esl.ihlishing a 
lirccedent for the guidance of future 
lieutenant-goromors and tuiiiislers, tbiijt 
it is worthy of being idiscussud at con- 
siderable detail. 

TJiider our institutions the people are 
the last court of resort on all cijiistitii- 
tional cpiestioiis. 'J'he courts of justice 
Iiave notliing to do with tli(!se. I'arlia- 
iiiont only disposes of them temporarily. 
The people alone are competent to de- 
termine litem linally. The sovereign or 
his ropres(>ntativ(! has jiisf such lights 
and no others as the, people are content 
that be shall exercise. 

The ordinarj- way in which ('inpnted 
questions on iliis point .ire settled is by 
the vote of the people nt a geuer.il elec- 
tion; but other ineaa.H have been at times 
fcitiid necessary. It took an e."ecv.t;on- 
er's axe to convince the Stuarts that the 



people had some rights which the thrown 
was bound to respect, but evon then il i-y 
learnetl the lesson so badly that it w:is 
necessary to send for \A'illiani (if Or:,iige 
to instruct the last of that !iouse,iinil 
every one else, that in British realms the 
people are tlte miistors, that kings reign 
but do not govern. We do not out off 
the iieads of intriictab'.e rulers nowa- 
days, and only rarely Uha it been fouiid 
necessary to talk rebellion; biit it must 
not be forgotten iliat there is -jiio inher- 
ent right in every BricUh subject, a 
right of which lie cannot bo deprived by 
any power, namely the divine right of 
resistance. Tliere are men living yet 
will) learned what this me, ins at tlie fi^et 
oi: such great chiimiiioa.i a-j IJaidwin, 
Lafontaiue, Howe mid Wilniot, and thia 
province needs the inspirui.jn wliich ani- 
mated those fathers of re-iionMhIe gov- 
ernment ill Canada. 

AVe have said that the peeiile are the 
last court of resort for llie setllenieiit of 
constitutional questions. This is iqit to 
bo forgotten for the reason Ihat, if a 
lieutenant-governor does any^Iiing that 
seems tin warranteil, there at once 
si)riiigs up a demand for his reiieival, 
and people look to Ottawa for that re- 
dress which they have in ilieir own 
hands. It is perfectly proper to bring iqi 
the conduct of a lieutena nt-gov-'riior by 
means of a resolution nioved in Ihe fed- 
eral parliaiiu^nt; but this is not only not 
Ihe side way of doing so, but it is the 
li'asi satisfactory way. It leaves a ques- 
lion of local politics, something touching 
llie people of a single province, at tlie 
uicicy of a parly majority in parli.-iment, 
v.-bich majority may be made iqi wholly 
of members from otiier prov'.i.jcs. Ji'or 
example, supposing the Jate action of 
Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes is lirought 
up in parliament and is made a party 
iiuesiion, a nialler siiecially toiicliiiig tlie 
welfare of the people of this province, 
and absolutely only of ucndemic intori'st 
to any of the other provinces, woulil be 
disposed of chiefly by the vote of Queiiec. 
.Moreover, any action which tlie federal 
ministry might take would not remedy 
the wrong done. It would .inly pn vent 
a repetition of it, just as tlie duc'ipit'i- 
tiou of Charles I. prevenlod him from 
doing imy more mischief. A wrong lias 
been done to the people of British Col- 
uiiilda, and the people of Itrilish (Vdiuii- 
liia must redress that wrong in the toli- 
stitutional way— that is at the hallut 
box. 

The right of the iieople to settle these 
matters does not rest on theory alone. 
Ill the case of tioverniir M a niu r.-^-Sii I Ion 
of New Hnmswiek, a meinorial was laid 
at the toot of the throne eoniphiiiiiiig 
iliat he Imd violated coustilutLonal us- 
age; but it was never considered, for the 
reason that at tlie elections, which fol- 
lowed after tlu- forced dissolution, Ihe 
people endorsed the act of tlie governor. 
Mere is a precedent which establishes the 
proposition that the i>ower which ap- 
points the governor will not investigate 
the constitutionality of an act, if the 
people have endorsed it. In view of tlie 
principles and the precedent just men- 
tioned, it is of the utmost iniportuiici.' 
that tlie people of British Columbia 
should be informed, in the most detinite 
iiianner possible, id" the reasons which led 
lip to the dismissal of tlie^ late ministry, 
so that they can inleiligeutly pronounce 
upon them. It is obvious tbat if the cnn- 
I en I ion of the News-Advertiser is correct 
and the correspondence between the 
Lieiiteimiit-lioveriior and bus bite advis- 
ers can only be made public by iicrmis- 
sion of his present ndviscBS, it miglil 
never bo made public at all. It is true 
Ihat some one might move i|i the legi.s- 
lature for it; but it is always an answer 
lo a motion for eorrcsponiU'iice that it is 
not in the public interest that it should 
be brought down. The only way then of 
getting it would be to defeat the govern- 
ment on a vote of want of confidowce, 
but the absence of the (•orresiioiiileiice 
would prevent Ihc in I elli;-'ciit discussion 
of a resolution to that efTect. Hence, if 
the claim which the present ministry 
makes is admitted, it follow that the 
people might never he able to iirononnce 
upon an act of a lieuteiiaiit-goveriior, no 
matter how arbitrary or reactioiinr.v it 
might be, which rule, if it should prevail, 
would knock away the very foaiidatioii 
of iKiptilar government. 

The logical and constitutional deduc- 
tion from tiie aforegoing ctmsiileratioiis 
is that the coiiimunications between the 
Crown or its representative and minis- 
ters, leading up to a dismissal «»f the lat- 
ter, are not to bo deemetl conlideivtial, 
and Iherefore may lie inade public by 
either party to them without the consent 
of the other. Hut, as we have said 
.•ihovc, i! is nol: dcsiralile that, there 
should be any controversy over this suh- 
ordimito question, ami we therefore ask 
that the correspondence shall bo made 
public at once by atithority of the gov- 
ernment. If it is not prodiK-ei! I lie only 
inference will be that the government 
is afraid to publish *it. The new minis- 
ters may very well he afriiid to produce 
it pending the holding of the necessary 
by-efoctions. They may very well he 
afraid to produce it befor*- the legislature 
iiieels. They iiiiow that if the pco 
liad befi.TO them a plain onicial state- 
ment of the transactions between ,tlie 
Lieiitennnt-Govornor and his liiiij advis- 
ers, there would be an expression of in- 
dignation which would swiH^ii Iheiii from 
power. Their schemes to break the solid 
phalanx which is ready to vote with -Mr 
Turner when the house meets would 
come to naught, if the members elect 
knew olllcially how it came about Ihat 
Mr. Turner was oustotl from olHce.

LEGALIZED VANDALISM. 

A correspondent writes to the Coloiiist 
concerning the destruction of a fine oak 
tree on one of the residence streets, 
which was cut down liecauso an electric 
wire ■would otherwise have to run 
among Ihe Iiranclies. As the city owns 
the electric light plant,' this piece of van 
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dalism was legal. It is ii.ine the more 
excusable. In other cities there is a 
heavy penalty npon those persons who 
cut down shade trees .growing ■ on the 
streets. Ili're it is a civic virtue io cot 
Iheiii down. It ai>|iears that th(! city 
adiuinistrnl ion is liostile to shade trees, 
flowering broom, rose bushes and every- 
thing else which makes the town heaii- 
til'ul. 'I'he civic idea of beauty is a 
dreary street without a bit of foliage, 
llanlicd- by sidewalks three feet wide 
and out of repair, with a general assort- 
meiil of stones of various sizes, old news- 
papers, empty oil cans, pieces of rotten 
■wood taken out when sidewalks are re- 
paired and. ill winter, niiid puddles of 
erriiins diiui'Usioiis iiriiaiiientiiig the 
rcadway. Open ditches along the side- 
walk, smelling like cesspools, -with whirl- 
ing clouds of dust iir the air, further 
ei.liance the scenic effects. Then we ti'll 
each other as we wipe the dust out of ^ 
our eyes, stniiible over a broken piece of i 
planlc or hold our noses to keep out some j 
stencil. Ihat the future of Victoria is a j 
residential city, and there is nothing 
anywhere on this side of the planet half 
so beautiful. Victoria is iiiKiiiestionalKy 
the most lieaiitiful city in .\merica, wlieii 
.\ou stand on tlic' outskirts ami look away 
from what man and the corporation have 
done to what God and Nature have 
I'rovided. AVIien you turn and look the 
(dher way— well, the least said about 
that the heller. 

In regard lo trees in the streets, we 
understand that an impression prevails 
in certain high municipal quarters that 
it would bo a good thing if every tree 
could be cut down. In some mysterious 
way trees are supposed to prevent the 
making of good .streets, though why this 
Cf.nsideration, if it were well-founded, 
should have any weight in Victoria, we 
are at a loss to know. Some opiiortiiiii- 
lies for oliservalion on this point have 
not led tlie ColDuist to think tliat .shade 
tri'cs make had streets. We have in 
miiid a few cities, wlierc there are bcaa- 
lifiil rows of shade trees ami yet excel- 
lent streets. The desirability of permit- 
ting shade trees' to remain in business 
streets may be open to qiK'stiou; but 
there is no part of Victoria across ,7anies 
Bay or east of Douglas St., except some 
of the extremely narrow streets, where 
shadi' trees would not be a great ornn- 
ment and a positive ailvantage. Instead 
of cutting down shade trees, the city 
aiithoriiies ought to encourage property 
owners lo set tiieiu out; but if this is too 
ii.ucli to e-xpect, let us liope tiiere will be 
no more of such legnliiied vandalism as 
our correspondent complains of. 

If it hnd passed it probably would not 
linve come lo anything, nevertlieless Mr. 
Kellie's niidion, made in the session of 
1.S<»7, asking that the Ynl;on should be 
aiMie.xeil to British Columbia, was right 
in [irineiple. If the Yukon were in Brit- 
isli Columbia the Klondike discoveries 
would liave been iiublished to the world 
as bi'iiig in Urilish (Columbia, and thus 
the word "Urilish" would have been 
connected with tiiem in everyone's mind. 
I'urthermore, being in British Columbia, 
no one would have imagined that they 
were in Alaska, and hence no one would 
liave gone to Anierican cities to outfit. 
Then the adiaiuistration of tlie mining 
laws would have boon more sntisfactory, 
and the province would haTC hnd a hnnd- 
.sonie revenue. Mr. Kcllic did not fon!- 
seo all these tilings. He was eiideiivor- 
ing to build more wisely than ho knew; 
but it is rigid to remind the public how- 
very near to boiag a statesman the mem- 
ber tor Kootoaay cniue on that occasion. 
If lie could have hnd his will the name of 
Kellio would have shone resplendent for 
generations to come, with never a flicker. 

One of the most important reforms 
thnt can ,be iniingurated in this city at 
llif: present time calls for a man, a ham- 
lUiM' and a pound or two of spikes, 1'lie 
uiaii should take the hammer and the 



spiUcs and walk abmg the plank .side- 
walks, driving down the spikes wliicli 
project, and fastening down the planks 
>\;hich lire !oo!?o. The Colonist saw a 
lady going home tlie other day "itli 
about three yards of lace dragging lie- 
hiiiii her. It was doubtless a case of a 
projecting nail and a pretty petticoat. 
It was certainly a case for indignation 
at tlie city niithorities on the part of the 
lady. On another occasion it saw a young 
girl thrown violently and liurt because 
her eoiiipaiiion stepped upon Ihe end of 
a loose plank. The Recording Angel lias 
stopped registering the profanity of llie 
male sex caused by torn Imots and ugly 
tumblfs. The honr for this reform lias 
coriie. AVhere is the man? J^iUewise 
where arc the hammer and the sjiiUes'^ 

.V correspondent, who is evidently an 
.■Vnicricjin citizen, asks the Colonist if we 
have as mnch self-government in this 
province as we thought we hnd. AVe 
have quite as niiieh. lie seems to be un- 
der the impression that there is no way 
ill which the pr^iple can get at the new 
cabinet. In this he is mislakcu. l.'ii- 
like a presidential cabinet, wiiicli re- 
mains in oflice as long as the president 
chooses to keep ft there, nottvithstand- 
iiig the wishes of congress, the people 
miglit get rid of the Semliii cabinet when 
the by - election* are held, if it were 
thouglit desirable to fight the battle tlieii, 
anil they will be certain to get rid of it 
when the lioucfi' meets.

Mr, Smith, ou reucliiiig 
A'ietoria, put the matter in Oic lands uC 
liis legal adviser, Mr. Gordon Eluutcr, 
of the firm of Hunter & Oliver, and 
made over to him the voluminous bundle 
of jiapers purporting to be a copy of the 
election protest. The first one of thesCj 
papc'i-s reads:

Election of a member for tlio legislat- 
ive assembly of British Columbia fur 
the West Biding of the Electoral district

Between Joseph 11. Johnston, petition- 
er, and Alfred AVclliugtoii Smith, respou- 
dent. 

Take notice tliat this nitli day Of Aug- 
ust, 1SI(8, a petition was presented unto 
the court, and filed and delivered in tltu 
olUce Of the Bcgistrnr of the Supreme 
court of British Columbia, at the court 
lionse, in the city of Victoria, by Joseph 
II.

was attached to the papers served on 
Mr. Smitli, no $2,000 security had been 
deposited with the master, and in fai l 
the clerks in the registry olllce and Mr. 
Drake himself were perfectly ignorant 
of any protest. 

(Jnl^ of the most astounding tilings in 
connection with this extraordinary case 
is that whereas .Mr. Smith was served 
with the alleged protest on August 11 
by Mr. Samuel tiiljbs. a iiutiiry public, 
the papers served said uiioii tlieir l:uc 
lhai they were copies of the origiiiiils 
tiled that very day in Victoria, and 
peiided was the following, benrliig date 
also of August 11:

at 10 o'clock. In the next place, it will 
be seen that there is nothing on the fa-.- 
of the receipt to sliow it is a copy and 
not a forgery of Mr. Drake's inune. 

Attaclied to the receipt and .he other 
document produced there is the so-i ailed 
copy of an alleged petition by Josi'pli U. 
.loliuston against Mr. Smith's election. 

It. -re is a nice state of things, .Mr. 
Smith is served witli what can only lie 
regarded as n bogus protest, because no 
protest is filed, and couhl not possildy 
have been filed at the very time that 
he was served. Tlieii again, a liogns | 
receipt for ii!2,000, signed with Ili'M 
master's name, is appeiideil— ii receipt 
that as beforosaid, has iiotlung <in tlie 
face of it to show that it was not a 
forgery, and, furtherimav. :i rccvipt that 
it would liavc been imi.ossihle lo gel m 
Victoria on August 11. and have 1lie 
original or a copy in the hands of a 
man to serve at 11 o'clock the same day. 

The dates on the papers theaiHclvcs 
condemn tlie whole thing as an oiitrap- 
ons proceeding. Mr. Smith, considering 
that a bono fide protest had been hUd 
against him, was put to;tlie iiicoiivein- 
once and expense of codling to \ictorm, 
only to find that there was no case lor 
him to fight; that no protest lia.i been 
entered, and as the time expired several 
days ago for filing protests against mwn- 
bors elected nt the recent generol elec- 
tions, no protest can be aic<l.

Tlic organs of tbe Ilorainion goveru- 
luciil resent Djo utteutiou roccutly drawn 
by the oiipositiou jucss to the admiiiis- 
trntiou of the yukwi iuk! the charges 
made against certain olllcials. We iire 
accused uf .sitliii),' with discouteiiteiK 
iiiiuers from the United States, -who wish 
to grail Caiiiitiiaii aold, and with many 
(jtlicr luisdemcuJioi's which it is nut 
wiirtli whUe .partieularizing.

>\vtttershod, "and constitutes it a .sei)arate 
division under the name of the Yukon 
Ti\rritory, to be administered by a coin- 
juissioner under the direction of tlie 
Huiuinion government or the Minister 
ol the Interior. The commissioner is 
assisted by a council of sis, consisting 
of .ex olllcio members nnd others nom- 
inated by the Dominion govenimcH4 
donbtlcss ou the commissioner's rccom- 
uieMatlon. The commissioner in coun- 
cil has extensive and rather ill-defined 
powers, but it is provided that he shall 
not (a) imiiosc any tax or any duty of 
custoin.s or c.vci.se or any i)cualt}' exceed- 
ing one liimdred dollars, or (b) alter or 
repeal the pnnishrnent provided iu iiiiy 
act of the parliament of Caiiadii in force 
in till' territory I'm- jiiiy offence, or (,<•,) 
appropriate any luildie money, lands or 
priiiieity of (Jiiiuula wilhout aiitliorily of 
jiai-iianiriit. Thi' sei-lioii gives the c-om- 
n.i>sioii(.rs in council "tbe same i)Owers 
to make iirdinaiices for tin; government 
<d tile 'i'erritory as are at I lie date of 
this act possessed by the J/ieutenant- 
<!iiverniir of tlic Xorlhwcst 'i'erritorii's." 
'i'lic IJomiiiioii goveninieiit luay ftirtlicr 
iiniir I lie powers by order-iii-counci!, but, 
lieyoud tliat Iliey can never e.vceed tlie 
liower iHissesscd by tin.' provinces, it is 
dilliciilt to say e.vactly liuw far they go. 
lion. I.)avi<I Mills, wlio luul cliarge of the 
bill in the Senate, said: "Tliat must in 
11 large' degree he settltsl in the future 
by <'.\'i)<'riciice." I'lie coiniiiissionc'r-ii^l 
council lias no power to levy taxation, 
but he could give JJawson Cily a muni- 
cipal cuuiicil which would liave tliat 
pow(.r. 

'J'liere arc' two points on which the 
(lUestioii of the comiiiissioni'i's powers 
are of spe</ial interest— milling legiil.i- 
tions and whiskey permits— and the ar- 
licle alri'ady rcfi'rred to proves that lliey 
are being actively disciisscd in Dnws.ju 
at llu' i)reseiit lime. -Major Wiilsli is 
evidently of oiiinion tliat lie lias power 
lo remit the mining ro.N-allies, and in so 
doing lie is prolialdy pursuing a reason- 
able and .justilialile cmirse iimler ;;ii' eir- 
<'iinisl anei's, although, st:-ictly siii'ak* 
ing, il is illegal, 'i'lie mining loyaliies 
ai'c iiii]iiise(l by an urdcr-iii-eouin-il, 
piisseil by llie Dominion government, 
and -Major Walsh lias no power lo vary

FA li.MEIiS' 1 NSTITUTI^. 

Ilr. FU..t(/lier's .Meetings "\'\'ere Siiarscly 
Attended. 

Dr. Fletcher, Dominion iijutoiuologist,. 
of Ottawa, has reached Winnipeg from 
Uritisii Columbia, whore ho has been dc- 

li^erillK ii series of lectures on Fannei-s'" 
Institute work, noximis weeds and in- 
sects. The eshiblislimeiit of Farmei-s'' 
Institutes is ii new work in the Pacilii.- 
province. To a Free Pres reporter. Dr.. 
Fie teller said: 

"I am just returning from holding n* 
series of Farmers' Institute meetings^ 
similar to those lately held through- 
out Manitoba with Mr. McKellar, iir 
connection witli the newly estahllshcd. 
syslem of l-'ariners' Institutes in Brit- 
ii^h Columbia. These meetings were ar- 
ningt.Hl direct from the department by- 
Mr. Anderson, sup(?rinfendent of Farm- 
ers' Institutes for Uritisli Columliia. I 
accompanied Mr. Andei-soii at all those 
meetings and gave addresses on the 
value of Farmers' Institutes to farmers 
on noxious v,-eeds and insects. Those, 
subjects wore of interest to the audi- 
ences, owing to tbe fact that tbo systoiii 
of Formers' Institutes bus only just beeu 
started in British Coliimbia, witli Mr.. 
Aiidei'snn ns stiporintendent. He is en- 
iliusiaslic in tlie work, and has done good 
service to tlie province in drawing atten- 
tion to tind helping abnig all industries 
connected with agriculture. Tlie subt- 
ject of noxious weeds is not yet of such, 
keen interest to ISritisli Coliimbia fariii- 
ers us is tlie case in Manitoba, where 
farmers Inive now learned which are- 
their worst enemies, !ind the best ways; 
of fighting iigainst tliem. 

'I'll,' injurious insects most inquired 
al.'oiit were^ those which attack tbe friiil: 
crops, wliich are already of enormous 
iniporlance in the l';ici!i(.'

is k(>pt in perfect order, and what is ver.v 
niiticeable is that tlu're is a jilace for 
cM'rytbiiig. and everything is in its idace. 
1 cannot see how such good managemenl; 
can result in anything lull, good jirolils, 
even ii]i(in tlie large outlay wliicli has 
been made. .\l the present time fruit of 
all kinds in I'.ritisli Columbia can be 
Mild at 10 cenls a pound, and il; tliere- 
forc becomes merely a matter of produc- 
ing fruit of good (piality and g<'tting it 
to Ibe market in iiroper condition. 
Wlial Jlr. Uicardo is doing liy good nnin- 
iigement on the (^oldst ream ranch at 
\'criioii <-iin be and is being done by 
other fruit growers. Tlie soil is very 
fiTlile in many districts, and the climate 
seems )iarl iciilarly well suited for llio 
lij(i(hicti(.'ii of lirst class fruit and other 
farm einps. 

lu'-the delta lands of the Fraser river,, 
fdur'lviiis of hay on meadows which have 
not bi^i'n" seeded down for ten or fiftcCB 
years is by no means unusual.

Tiiis to- 
liaCCO is now being maiuifactured into 
high-class cigars wliich have alriNidy 
drawn iniudi attention on the Pacilie-

Another postpoin'incnt of five wcoUs 
was yesterday granted by Mr. Justice 
Walkem in the trial of Belle Adiims, ae- 
fUKOd of Uio nnirdcr of Cliiirles Kiiiciiid. 
'L'liL' triul hud been set down fur 10 
o'clock yesterday luoriiiiij;, but lus soon 
as the proceedings opened, Mr. George 
E, Powell, for the prisoner, iiskod for 
further deliiy, us Fred. Foss, the wit- 
ness who hiid bi'cn oxpocted by the 
iitoiiiiier Dunubo fioni the North, hiid not 
coino buck from St. Michiiel, but hud 
iusteud tjone up the river on the steamer 
Yukoner, and could not possibly be 
reached and returned to Victoria until 
about the end ot September. Mr. Powell 
asked for a postponement till the end of 
September, as the witness was an im- 
portant one to the defence. 

Mr. A. G. Smith, deputy attorney-gen 
eral, who appeared for the crown, ob- 
jected to further delay. It had been 
two months since the trial was set, and 
he did 'not see that there could be any 
good gained by waiting for Foss. Olli- 
cers Perdue and Murray had interviewud 
Foss soon after the murder, and he had 
told them that he had he.nrd some loud 
lulkiug on the lloor below his room the 
night of the murder, and hud put his 
head out of his door, iutonding to go 
down to see what the trouble was; but 
us he heard some one leave Kincuid's 
room, he had returned to bed, and only 
learned of the murder next niorniag. 

Mr. Powell put in allhluvits from First 
Ollicer Lawrence of the Dunubo, show- 
ing that Foss hud gone up the Yukon as 
one of the crew of the C. 1*. N. steamer 
Yukoner, and the intention was, said 
Mr. Powell, that Foss should letuni by 
the next trip of the Danube, which 
would meet the Yukoner at t>t. Michael. 
Mr. Powell also said tliat l^'oss had given 
other people a different story than he 
liad told the police. In support of this, 
Mr. Powell put in an allidavit, from Mr. 
Fred. Bevan, wliioh stated that on the 
day after the murder Foss had said he 
had, a few minutes before the murder, 
heard Kincaid and the prisoner <iuarrel- 
liug. Kincaid was saying: "' I'll cut 
your damned head off; 1 told you 1 
would do it, and I will," and the woman 
had screamed nnd cried out for him not 
to kill her. Foss was on the point of 
going down, hut 1/eard some one leave 
thfi room, and so did not. Mr. .7. A. 
Cartbew, in a second allidavit, eorrobor- 
utcs having heiinl Foss tell this story. 

Mr. .lustice Walkeni recognized the 
dilUcuItios on the part of the crown, but 
in the interest of giving the prisoner a 
fair trial, she must be allowed e\ory 
possible chance to secure witnesses. ^ He 
ordered a subpoena to be issued for Foss, 
and if that man was in British territory 
it could be served on him. If not, the 
defence might be able to persuade him 
to come down from St. Michael. The 
trial would, therefore, be adjourned for 
five weeks, to allow ot Poss returning.

TIIF POLITICAL .OUISIS. 



U'liero can be no doubt but His Honor 
the Licutenant-tiovernor btis, to suy the 
least, admirably succeeded in getting the 
political affairs of this proTince into a. 
grand muddle. To dismiss a government 
having at least the support of one half 
the nieinbers of tin.' house as u followuig, 
before the full eleclion returns an; tit 
hand, is a case -wilhout jiarallel in the 
constitutional history of any country 
which is supposed to enjoy a system of 
constitutional government, h'or llie gov- 
ernor to take the groiunl tliaL tlie Turiu'r 
government slunild init be entrusted with 
spending tin; people's money is al liesl ii 
very lame excus(>. If the Turner govcrii- 
inenl, with one half the Ikmisc at its 
buck, should not be allowed to carry on 
the business and exiicnd llii} apiiroiiria- 
tiiins voted at the last sessi(.iii of the leg- 
islature to defray the exiiensc of govern- 
ment, is it consistent to siiiipose that it. 
is iiroper that Mr. Sendin and his niiiiis- 
iry, witli only the oilier half of llie hiaisc 
for a following, sliould carry out, the 
wislies ot the legislature V In any case 
tlic tlovertKir bad tlu' power in Ins own 
bands, and by refusing to sanction what 
he considered an tinwurrantable ex|ien- 
diture, could thus guard the interests of 
the |)e(>ple. 

To make the situiilioii iiua'e coinjdi- 
cated anil ridiculous even, the (iovernor, 
instead of calling on the leader of the op- 
IJii.iition, .Mr. Senilin, if lie coiisiilereil the 
Tniner ministry not coiiipelent to advise 
His Honor, calls no Mr. Heaven, a (1(>- 
feated candidate, and who has not liail 
;i seat in the bouse for four years. 1I<' 
entrusts .Mr. Heaven with the Aa'aiiilion 
(jf a government, ."ind after a vain at- 
tempt Mr. Heaven has to surrender bis 
commission, as he found bis task a ho|i(!- 
less one. His Honor then calls niion .Mr. 
Semlin, who readily accepted. 

The contention of several ]iii])ers, i>ar- 
ticularly the Province, that Jlr. Senilin 
should not have undertaken the task be- 
cause the question of the leadershii) of 
tlie opposition had not been decided, is 
absurd in the extreme. But Mr. Semlin, 
in accejiting the commission from His 
Honor, places himself in a false light be- 
fore the public, nnd assumes much great 
cr responsibility than what usually falls 
to the lot of any ministry. He and his 
cabinet must be prepared to condone and 
defend the action of the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in committing the very arrogant 
act of dismissing the Turner gorcrumcnt, 
then calling on Mr, Beaven. Had Sir. 
Semlin advised the Governor to call tli(> 
iK'Use together as soon as the Onssiar 
elections were over, he would by his ac- 
tions demonstrate to the oloctorato that 
he was imbued with an earnest desire 
to guard the prerogative of the Crown 
nnd to kec]) the public affairs from still 
farther drifting into a cli.aotic state. 
But to take the course he did. when he 
was not sure of a sulllciont following in 
tin; houses shows unmistakably tliat ho 
and his followers thought more of their 
an bition and desire to gain if iiossible 
the Treasury benches than to guard the 
interests of the country. 

Mr. Semlin will find his task a heavy 
one, as the liigh-liainhMl act of tlie I.ien- 
tenant-Governor has won fur .\tr. Turner 
and his assnciates syiniiathy fmni many 
([uarters. Kven though the party strife 
may lie lung and bitter, still the spirit of 
fair play and honest dealing is suMl- 
ciently recognized as a cordial princijile 
of political ethics as to win synipalliy for 
tliose who have been manifestly iinjustl.v 
treated. The Fasteru papers, which 
may be stiid to be abli" to view the imit- 
ter from a thorotigbly independent stund- 
Iioiiit, tinaniniously condemn the action 
of Lieulenant-( Iovernor .'\Icl tines. 

.As will lie seen in ancithcr column, 
Mr. .'semlin has, despii(> the opinion of 
the Province and other pajiers, lieen able 
to get two colleagues in the persons of 
3Ir, Cotton nnd Mr. .Tosepli .Mtirtin to 
ttike portfolios. .loseiili .Martin at lirst 
tlutl.v refused, but now bus changed his 
mind, and his reason for doing so ,as is 
given elsewhere', hardly jnstilies the atti- 
tude he at first assnmcd towards .Mr. 
Seinliu, tile recognized leader of the op- 
position. 

Doubtless Mr. Senilin will succeeed 
in forming a cabinet, his greatest dif- 
ticiillies will then havi; to be met. In 
the lirst place, he must secure a f(dlow- 
ing in the house. The disagreements 
and disscnsioiKs in the op|iositi(Ui ranks 
will Inive to be overcome. Mr. Semlin, 
Icing an ardent Conservative, will have 
to encounter the expresseil dissatisf.ac- 
tioii of several very stalwart Liberals, 
villi have always been very zealous in 
having the elections run on the federal 
party lines. The chances of reversals to 
lie met with iii(",ise of su(!cesful jirotests 
nnd bye-elections must be reckoned with. 
Fnnii all accounts the election of one of 
his followers. Mr. rreiilice of Fast l.il- 
looet, was void, as the member-elect was 
not a voter at the last (doctioii. 

The worst feature in regard lo the sel- 
ection of the new cabinet is the fact that 
it is far from being reiircsentativc. It 
will be seen that Vancouver Island has 
been enlircly ignored. This will tend to 
aggravate the miserable sectional strife 
which has been so bitter (luring the past 
few years. In all justice the Island 
should have two representatives. Mr. 
Siinlin, h.aviiig only three fiillowers on 
the Island, and these new, untried, and 
men comiiaratively iiiiknowii as far as 
public affairs are conceriietl, will tind it 
very dilUcult to give the Islnnd portion of 
the iirovince the justice it deserves. — 
Vernon News. 

A UNIQUE SITUATION. 
The eyes of all Cuiiadii have been 
turned towards British Columbia during 
the past few weeks. The political situa- 
tion has been uniipie, and the members 
of the iireseiit parliament will enjoy the 
distinction of sitting in a House during 
the most interesting session since confed- 
eralion. Wliat the final oulc<ane of the 
iMiniplicated position will be no one can 
foretell with any degree of <;ertainty, but 
it goes without saying that Mr. Semlin 
will have the utnunit dilllculty in retain- 
ing power, and it seems liiirdly possible 
that aiiolh(>r genenil election can be long 
delayed. lOven with the tuvdy iiiid evi- 
dently forced tilliance of .Tosciih Martin, 
Mr. Semlin cannot expect to have more 
followers in the now House than Mr. 
Turner, who will lead a solid following 
of nineteen members, and when the leg- 
islature is convened — as it no dmibt will 
be at an early date — and if those elected 
to KU|iport sir. Turner's tidministration 
nre loyal and hold logetlier, Mr. Semliu's 
hastily arranged government is certain to 
moot defeat on tlie first division. lOven 
had vMr. Senilin n majorit.v— which he 
has not, the parties being evenly divided 
—it would be little short of impossible 
for the cabinet containing such conllict- 
ing elements as Martin, Cottmi and Sem- 
lin to bold together. lOven now the 
I'rovinc(> is accusing Mr. Semlin of a 
breach of faith, claiming that he agreed 
to leave the matter of the iiremiership 
open until a caucus which was to be held 
on the 2nth inst., and Mr. iToseph Mni^ 
tin has more than once stated most em- 
phatically that ho would not consent to 



act under iSr^ Scmlin's leadership. True 
he has foe the moment been placated in 
some way; , but ' those r acquainted -Avith 
" lighting Joe " do not for almoment.be- 
lieve tliat ho will 'rest' content under 
such nn arrangement as the present one. 
Looking lit it from any possible sttmd- 
jioint .Mr. Semlin's position is unten- 
able, and it is impossible to imagine that 
he will be able to carry on .the govern- 
ment of till' province through a single 
session. — Vernon News, 

THE CI{0^yN AND ITS MIXISTEKS. 

The discusion of the action of Lord 
Aberdeen in compelling the resignation 
of the Tapper cabinet has been revived, 
and the Toronto Telegram prints the fol- 
lowing, which Ls singulurly pertinent to 
the issue now before the people of Brit- 
ish Columbia: 

That the Crown cannot act except up- 
on the advice of its constitutional advis- 
ers is a maxim so well recognized that 
it is quite unnecessary to quote authority 
in support of It. And that a ministry is 
presumed to possess the confidence of 
the country, and conscquentlj' is pre- 
sniiied to jiosses.s the confidence of the 
Crown, until defeated by the vote of par- 
liament itself, is another constitutional 
proiiosition wbich it is impossible to 
assail. ,V ministry may, if it chooses, 
resign upon recognizing tliat it is ilcfeat- 
ed at the polls. But it has every right 
to coatiiine in oUlco until the new iiar- 
liamcnt has met and declared that the 
ministers no longer possess the conlidenco 
of the people. The latter wii.s the in- 
variable' custom until 18(IS. Mr. Ghid- 
sloiie in 1,ST-1, the second occiision on 
which that custom was departed from, 
s/iiil ; 

"It slioiilil be known and remembered 
tlial in fi inner times it has been tlii' 
practice of a government that has not 
siicreciled in (ibt.aining a majority at: a 
gencnil elect inn to refer I he decision t(i 
the ahitranient of parliament. .Viid I 
will iKd disguise from myself flint ul- 
thoiigli nojM-actical dangers could happen 
in the instances which have lately oc- 
ciirred, yet it is conceivable that a gov- 
einnicnt that bad been guilty of serious 
mah-ersation might seek, by the iinniedL- 
ate snrrciidcr of otllce, to void the judg- 
ment or to weaken the force of the jndg-- 
ment which it might have to anticiiiato 
from an adverse House of tJominoiis." 

And be, in fjict, apologized for his 
course in resigning before incctiug par- 
liament by declaring that: 

"Allliougli it is a course which. was jus- 
titied by the circumstances, it is one 
which ought not to be ailiipted in the aii- 
seiiee of strong justifying circum- 
stances." 

.Vnd -Mr. Balfour, upon the Salis- 
buiy government, in 18!)1', meeting \tav- 
lianient instead of tit <inc(^ resigning, 
decl.iretl in the House of ConiUKiiis: 

"In meeting inirliument we are strictly 
following the best precedent." 

Sir Charles TupiH'r was. coiise(iuently. 
lierfectly justilied in continuing lo act 
as His Excellency's adviser even until 
parliament should meet had he so lU:- 
sired to do. And so long us His lOxcid- 
lency retained him in that capacity Sir 
Charles had a perfect right to exercise 
his constitutional functions to the full, 
and His Excellency was as little justilied 
in seeking and acting upon outside advice 
as he would have been had the ministry 
been sustained at the polls. But, Instead 
of pursuing the constitutional course of 
ticting, and acting solely on the advice 
of his constitutional advisers, His Ex 
cellency, chose, as the Tribune puts it 
"to take a hand in the game" — in other 
words to betray the grossest partizanship 
and to intrigue with the political oppo- 
nents of his advisers to bloclc the carrj- 
ing out of acts of administration those 
advisers were enthely within their rights 
in proceeding with. His partizanship 
wiis an aggraviition ot his unconstitu- 
tionality; for the representative of the 
Crown is presumed to act : 
umiiire in the disputes between political 
parties. But. leaving out of considwra 
tioii his partizanship. his uncoiistitulidiial 
c(Midiict in attempting to govern apart 
from the advice of his constitut inn il nd- 
visers is quite sulllcient to merit the tiii- 
(lualified condemnation of all who a|i- 
preciate the fundamental principle <.f 
responsible government and desire their 
perpetuation unimpaired. Lord .Vber- 
deen's conduct wtis u revival of that 
personal government against which Caii- 
iida has made such bitter struggles in tin 
past and which it was fondly Imiied had, 
ceased in ISll. to become forever there- 
after impossible of rcintroduction. No 
( lie who appreciates the importance of 
that struggle for popular liberties can 
witness the subversion of those liberties 
wilhout alarm and indignation. Lord 
Aberdeen's iiriiiciples of government 
would carry ns back to the early days 
of (Jeorgi? Ill wlien the power of tlic 
nominal premier was inferior and sub- 
servient to that of the clique of irrespon- 
sible advisers known as "the' King's 
Friends." 

THE BRITISH COLUaiBJA AFPAIK 
The British Columbia incident will not 
be closed until it is made known why the 
Lieut.-Governor dismissed a ministry 
w Iiieh was not clearly in a minority. His 
letter to the gentleman whom he sum- 
nioued to his side after the dismissal of 
Premier Turner, gave one reason and 
only one for his action; and tl>at was 
the result of the recent elections. Yet 
"lit the time of writing," as the Com- 
plete Letter AVriter says, the results of 
this election were not all known; and 
the high probability was that the Turner 
government would have the support ot 
exactly one half of the house. The gen- 
tleman for whom he sent was not in the 
legislature ut ull, and there seemed to 
b(.' no reason to believe that he had any 
effective support here. 

But the letter also intimates that His 
Honor had fidt the need of advisers in 
whoni lie could place full confidence and 
whose recommendations he could unhesi- 
tatingly approve. This would seem to in- 
(liciite that he was personally dissatis- 
licd with ministers. An interview given 
given out by Mr, Beaven makes more 
lilainly the same statement, and presents 
after a profession of reticence one case 
in point. His story is that the Attorney- 
(icneral in the Turner government gavi 
the liieut.-tiovernor some advice which 
if it had been followed, would have re 
moved an important check on the paying 
of money out of the provincial treas 

UO'. 

The dismissed Attorney-Cenoral will 
probably have something to say about 
this, and it is certainly important that 
we know tlie truth. A lieutenant-gover- 
nor sliould not dismiss a ministry unless 
either he believes the people to have 
withdrawn llieir conlideiice from it, or he 
has good and Hullicient reasons for with- 
drawing his own conlideiice. As to the 
former score in this case, the conspicu- 
ously Iiroper course was to cull the newly 
elected legislature and let it speak for 
1he people. As to the latter, one of the 
tiist ucls of the new govt'rnineiit must 
be to iisaumo responstbUity and make 
public Hie reasons whicli justify the act. 

There is happily litth^ doubt" that this 
action (if His Honor will be abundantly 
discussed when the legislature meets. 
The parties bid fair to be so close that 
it will be most difllcult for any adminis- 
tration now in sight to carry on n gov- 
ernment, and we may expect to hear tliis 
entire episode fully gone into on the lloor 



of the house. It is riitlier a pity that Mr. 
Beaven will not be there to iiresent bis 
side of the story. But ills Mon.)r's ad- 
visers will certainly oxjilain the reasons 
which i)romptcd the conduct with wiiich 
"the representative of the Quneen"— to 
quote His Honor's own description of 
himself— surprised tlie province, nnd, ii:- 
dced, the country.— Montreal, Star. 

PBACTI CA L PATKIOTl S.M. 

The lliissian nienace in the lOiist is 
directed not against British trade and 
intlilence alone but against tin? trade and 
Inriiience of British America and Aus- 
tralia us well. China and Jaimn are be- 
C(Uiiiiig more tlian mere geographical 
terms lo the people of Canada, and Can- 
ildiiins on tiie i'acilic slope especi.-illy 
have been looking forward to a time 
when trade with the Ftir ICast would 
be as ini))(irlant to t/iein as the trade 
of the Atkintic slope witli the iieojile of 
Knrope is to us. .-Vlready there' is the 
beginning ot i\ tratle with China that 
upon Ibe awakening of that nation might 
grow to large proportions. In IS!)" wo 
sent .'jJliL'.S.dtlO worth of manufaetured cot- 
toi. and .'j;H>-l,.'!.S7 of lumber to (,'liina, 
besides some Hour and other provisions, 
and bought from China, over a million 
dollars' worth of goods, chielly tea, silks, 
drugs iinil rice. Our exports to (.'hiiia 
were greater than to France, with wbicli 
we have nn ehiborjite treaty, and over 
two-thirds as large as our exiiorts to 
tierniany. If Knssia absorbs China and 
crushes .lapan the I'acili(; will become ii 
Bussian lake, and (Canada and Australia 
will ii(d merely lose oitportunity for trade 
but will alwjiys be open to the attack of 
Bussian lleets and iirmies. AVe have not 
lierelofore regarded Itussia as a mennce 
to Canada, jiartly no doubt because of a 

( uilaccnt belief that even if Croat 

Britain and Kussia went to war the 
I'nited States wmild interfere to prevent 
the invasion of Canada, by Uussian 
lroo|is. It may be that this belief would 
be justilied by the result, but Canadians 
can hardly afi'm-d to slake their future 
on such a risky insurance policy. The 
facts before ns are that relations be- 
tween urselves as part of the British 
lOiiipire and Uussia nre decidedly strain- 
ed and that a rnptnre may take place at 
any mdiiient. Our I'acilic coast is with- 
in twelve days' stenmiiig of Port Arthur 
and ten days of Vladivostoek, the chief 
Bussian naval stations of the Fast, aud 
would almost certainly be an object of 
attack in the event of a reverse of the 
British llect in the Pacific. Hongkon;; 
is the headquarters of the China stiuad- 
ron, but if it were found untenable or its 
dry docks were destroyed the base to 
which the British fleet would retire is 
l".s(|uimnlt, B.C., to the defence of which 
C.I inula now contributes and which, as 
a result of the labor placed upon it by 
the Uoyal Engineers, will soon be one 
of the strongest fortresses on the Pacific. 

Looking at tlie sltuatibn ns it presents 
itself we cannot ignore the fact that the 
Canadian coast might be the theatre of 
war on the Pacific. It is a plain duty 
to do something toward defensive nieas' 
ures. Tliere would be no mennce to a 
mighty power like Russia in the moving 
of wlmt little we have in artillery to the 
Pacific slope until the war cloud blows 
over. The garrison artillery of the per- 
manent force can be accommodated as 
well at Esquimalt as at Quebec and will 
be nearer the scene of any unpleasant- 
ness. There nre in the permanent forci 
two batteries of field artillery armed with 
the most modern weapons. Cuns from 
the militia stores might be iiddcd sulU 
cient to make up the material for tin 
efllcient field artillery eslablislunent of 
2-1 guns. Such a contribution to the de 
fence of the Pacific slope would be de 
cidedly useful in case of trouble aud 
would give confidence lo the jieople iif 
Vancouver aud other coast towns which 
are not under the shelter of the guns of 
Esiiimalt. By (luietly moving sonu 
of our available means of defence to tbf 
I'aeilic the department of militia will 
g-ve evidence of practical patriotism 
Toronto Globe.
